I have been reading the fifth edition of your book and find it to be an exceptional piece of work and resource. Rather 
than firing random questions earlier, I decided to spend some time in your book before 

1. How do grades for colonials compare to large and small-sized U.S. currency? In other words, does a colonial in Fine 
or EF have roughly the same amount of wear as the newer notes? Whta allowances should collectors make when 
grading paper money from the 1700s? 

2. You mention certain issues that were heavily counterfeited. How many fakes are on the market today? Feel free to 
offer some advice on how to avoid getting a counterfeit. 

3. Since even the more common colonials can cost a few hundred dollars, this is an area that could be expensive for 
many collectors. I could see more than a few numismatists buying the occasional note while also pursuing something 
else that is less expensive.

In answer to your July 14, 2010 inquiry I can make comments using the specified numbers in your questions: 

1. As to grades many of the bills are known only in poor to fine grades. Some which became worthless soon after issue or 
were not issued at all are commonly found crisp uncirculated. There are many very cheap pieces in fair or good condition. 
My suggestion is thwat if you want more information on grading contact Stuart Levine who prepared the values in my 
book. Cell 617 510 7122.He is a professional numismatic dealer and lives in Marblehead MA 

2. Counterfeits are collected along with genuine pieces and often bring similar prices to genuine. The known counterfeits 
are mentionrf with each denomination in my book by CF being placed in the same line and next to each image of a 
counterfeit. There is a descriptive detail table of each known counterfeit in the Appendix to my book. 

3. Anyone who has limited funds to spend on colonial paper bills can buy many cheap genuine bills in fair or good 
condition for very little. The prices for such pieces are not in my book. Perhaps i should put them in the next edition if 
there is one. 

4.If anyone is interested in research they should examine one of the several bibliugraphies in my book as I tried to include 
a reference to everything previously written on the subject. They should also ask collectors what else they would like to 
know on the topic.
